the  fall  and  en-

To  have  best  success  in  growing  bulbs,  the  beds 
where  they  are  to  be  planted  should  be  dug  deeply 
early  in  the  fall.  Bulbs  do  best  planted  in  September 
October  and  November,  in  good,  well  drained  beds, 
the  soil  of  which  has  previously  been  dug  12  to  18 
inches  deep,  and  enriched  with  Bonemeal.  The  proper 
depth  to  plant  bulbs  is  as  follows:  Hyacinths,  5 in- 
ches deep  and  about  6 inches  apart.  Narcissus  the 
same  as  Hyacinths.  Tulips  4 to  5 inches  deep  and 
4 to  6 inches  apart.  After  the  bed  has  been  planted 
it  is  a good  idea  to  cover  it  about  2 inches  deep  with 
well-rotted  leaves  or  litter,  or  some  well-rotted 
manure.

For  Outdoor  or  Indoor  Planting 


For  Pot  Culture 


Hyacinths  are  excellent 
for  indoor  growing.  See 
that  the  pots  are  well 
drained  and  use  the  best 
soil  possible.  Plant  the 
bulbs  about  an  inch  below  the  surface. 
Water  thoroughly  a^.d  put  away  in  a 
dark  cellar,  or  stand  them  out  of  doors 
and  cover  pot  and  all  with  about  8 to  10 
inches  of  sand.  Let  them  stand  this  way 
about  6 or  7 weeks  or  longer  if  necessary. 
The  tops  should  be  4 inches  high  before 
brought  in  the  house  to  the  light.  If 
brought  in  sooner  the  Hyacinths  will  make  short  inferior  flowers. 
A 4-inch  pot  will  hold  a good  sized  single  bulb,  and  a 6-  to  8-inch 
pot  will  hold  3 to  5 bulbs.  The  sprouts  are  yellow  by  keeping 
them  covered  in  this  way  but  this  does  not  matter,  as  they  turn 
green  quickly  as  soon  as  exposed  to  the  light.

French  White  Roman  Hyacinths 

Roman  Hyacinths  are  fine  to  grow  in  pots  for  early 
bloom.  Can  also  be  planted  out  of  doors.  To  have 
best  results  with  Roman  Hyacinths  plant  4 to  6 bulbs 
in  a 5-  to  7-inch  pot.  Afterwards  put  these  in  a dark 
cellar  or  put  them  out  of  doors  and  cover  them,  pots  and 
all,  with  about  8 inches  of  sand  and  let  them  stand  until 
the  tops  are  about  2 or  3 inches  high.  Then  bring  them 
in  the  house  and  they  wil  soon  bloom.  15c  each;  $1.50 
doz. 


The  culture  of  Hyacinths  is  very  easy.  For  early  spring 

blooming  out  of  doors,  the 
bulbs  should  be  planted  5 
inches  deep.  Plant  in  Sept., 
Oct.  and  Nov.  as  early  as 
the  bulbs  can  be  had.  After 
planting  give  the  beds  a 
covering  of  well  rotted 
leaves  or  litter,  or  well  rot- 
ted manure.

This  is  the  variety  of  Tulip  we  have 
found  will  grow  the  most  successfully  in 
Texas.  The  Breeder  Tulip,  also  the  Cot- 
tage Tulip  can  also  be  grown  success- 
fully. There  is  nothing  you  can 
imagine  that  is  more  beautiful  in 
the  flower  line,  than  a bed  of 
Tulips  when  in  bloom.  They  will 
attain  a height  of  from  1 to  2 feet 
and  their  gorgeous  colors  make  a 
display  in  the  spring  that  will  be 
long  remembered.  If  you  grow 
Tulips  once  you  will  always  want 
them  again.  Some  people  in  plant- 
ing make  solid  beds  of  one  color, 
others  plant  the  middle  of  a bed 
in  one  color  and  make  a border  of  an- 
other color.  Tulips  usually  bloom  in 
April  in  Texas.  If  the  weather  is  dry 
when  blooming  give  them  plenty  of 
water.  Bulbs  should  be  planted  in  Sept., 
Oct.  and  Nov.  about  5 inches  deep  and 
about  4 to  6 inches  apart  in  the  beds. 
After  planting  give  them  a covering  of 
about  2 inches  of  well  rotted  leaves  or 
litter,  or  well  rotted  manure.  After  the 
bulbs  have  bloomed  let  the  tops  ripen  up 
naturally,  cut  the  seed  pods  olf  but  not 
the  leaves.  You  can  then  plant  other 
plants  in  the  same  bed  between  the 
Tulips,  and  have  your  beds  full  of  flow- 
ering plants  all  during  the  summer. 
In  the  fall  of  the  year  fork  the  beds  up 
lightly  examine  the  Tulip  bulbs  and  see 
if  they  are  in  good  condition  but  do 
not  disturb  their  roots.  Work  in  some 
bone  meal  and  then  give  the  bed  a cover 
of  well  rotted  leaves  or  litter,  or  some 
well  rotted  manure.  If  the  bulbs  are 
in  good  condition  they  will  come  up  and 
bloom  nicely  the  second  year.  After  this 
it  is  well  to  dig  them  up  and  plant  new 
bulbs  every  other  year.

Peonies 


There  are  very  few  flowers  that  are  as  beautiful  when  in  bloom  in  the  spring  as  the  Peony,  They  require  good 
rich  soil  and  plenty  of  water  during  the  blooming  peiriod.  The  ground  should  be  well  prepared  before  planting, 
should  be  dug  from  one  to  two  feet  deep,  and  it  is  a good  idea  to  work  in  some  well  rotted  manure  or  some  bone 
meal.  A little  slack  lime  is  very  good  to  use  also.  The  best  time  to  plant  Peonies  is  during  the  fall  months  in 
Oct.,  Nov.  and  Dec.  They  then  make  roots  during  the  winter  and  are  ready  to  bloom  in  the  spring.  Peonies 
do  best  planted  where  they  have  partial  shade  from  the  hot  evening  sun.  They  do  nicely  planted  in  front  of 
shrubbery  beds,  and  other  places  where  they  are  partially  shaded,  n planting,  set  plants  so  the  crown  or  eyes 


of  the  plants  are  about  2 inches  below  the  suface  of  the

Every  garden  should  provide  a space  for  Roses,  as  there  are  few  other  flowers  that  will  g'ive  as  much 
pleasure.  Any  good,  well  drained  garden  soil  enriched  with  fertilizer  will  give  excellent  results.  Our  special 
Bone  Meal  is  the  best  fertilizer  to  use.  When  you  receive  rose  bushes,  in  order  to  have  the  best  results  in 

growing  them  you  should  treat  them  as  follows:  If  they  should  be  a little  dry  soak  them  in  water  for 

a few  hours,  then  trim  out  the  wiry  growth  leaving  only  the  stout  canes.  Cut  these  back  to  about 
4 to  6 inches,  depending  on  the  vigor  of  the  plant.  Then  trim  the  roots  that  are  broken,  with  a sharp 
knife.  Have  the  holes  of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate  the  roots  without  crowding  them,  set  the  plants 
about  2 inches  deeper  than  they  were  growing  in  the  nursery  rows.  After  planting  firm  the  soil  well 

around  the  roots  and  give  them  a good  watering.  During  the  winter  months  it  is  a very  good  idea  to 

mulch  your  rose  beds  with  some  well  rotted  leaves,  litter,  or  some  well  rotted  cow  manure.

As  the  peas  begin  to  grow 
the  trench  can  be  gradually  filled  up.  If  the  peas 
are  too  thick  thin  them  out.  After  they  have  got- 
ten a good  start,  a trellis  of  some  kind  should  be 
used  so  that  the  Peas  can  have  something  to  climb 
on.  In  order  to  have  the  peas  bloom  a long  time 
the  flowers  should  be  g’athered  regularly  and  given 
plenty  of  water  during  the  flowering  season.
